1. The drawings are objected to because Figs. 2, 3, 1 1 and 12 the character of lines, numbers 
and letters are not uniformly and thick and well defined, clean, durable and black, the figure 
legends neat and the numbers and reference characters are not plain and legible Corrected 
drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .
